Navy, Marine Corps, Air Force 
and Army troops and nuclear- 
powered aircraft carriers, de- 
stroyers, amphibious units and 
Strategic Air Command planes 
began Ocean Venture '84 war 
maneuvers. The Pentagon 
announced that "the exercise is 
designed to demonstrate and 
improve the capability of the

Ocean Venture is expected to

defeat this new criminalization 
and internment of political ac- 
tivists--is to refuse to collabo- 
rate in any way with these de- 
structive "investigations." 
Talking to the grand jury or the 
FBI, using the claim that "we 
are public activists in public 
organizations--we have nothing 
to hide", or that "we are more 
valuable in the community, not 
in jail," will only give more 
power and legitimacy to the 
federal apparatus of repression. 
What possible good can we be 


to the struggles for freedom, to 


defeat US imperialism, if we 
sell ourselves to the US govern- 
ment in order to avoid repres- 
sion? We can't allow the US 
"anti-terrorist" campaign to 
divide our movement. The clan- 
destine organizations are now 
the prime targets, the biggest 
threat to the US government's 
capacity to carry out its imper- 
ialist plans. Our movement is 
doomed to failure if we repu- 
diate these forces in a rush to 
protect our legal operations. It 
is only the unified wall of 
silence by the Puerto Rican, 
Mexicano and North American 
anti-imperialist supporters--ir- 
respective of their position 
within the a has 


We 
can be sure that the grand jury 
will be used against other 
progressive movements (like the 
Sanctuary Movement) that the 
US government views as a 
threat.

Prisoners of War are undergoing 
extreme mistreatment -- a cal- 
culated campaign to break the 
resistance of the freedom 
fighters who have been impris- 
oned. for their struggle to win 
National liberation.

It is believed that 
Dylcia Pagan will be moved 
there as well. POWs Ricardo 
Jiménez and Elizam_ Escobar 
were transferred from Illinois 
prisons to Federal Peniten- 
tiaries in Otisville, New York 
and Oxford, Wisconsin, respec- 
tively. Both are being held in 
segregation and have not been 
permitted visits, correspondence 
or reading materials.

The 
IRA prisoners in Northern Ire- 
land and the RAF prisoners in 
Germany have been victims of a 
Similar campaign of sensory 
deprivation and mind control, 
which has frequently led -to 
"suicide" of the imprisoned 
freedom fighters. The Puerto 
independence movement 
denounced mind control experi- 
ments on Pedro Albizu Campos 
other Nationalist Party 
members imprisoned in -the 
1950s.

Organized by the 
Puerto Rican Independence 
Party, the march was 
supported by the entire spec- 
trum of the independence 
movement.

This 
"secret" info was leaked by the 
FBI to the Texas press, and 
provided the basis of a news 
story linking Pam to "unsolved 
thefts of dynamite." On March 
18, Pam appeared in court, only 
to affirm that she would never 
collaborate. Bypassing the civil 
contempt citation, the govern- 
ment immediately charged her 
with criminal contempt, as they 
have with all the other

Monday, July 2.
